He soon dropped out of the lime- 


light, which he held 
as 
foreign 


minister during the war years as 
Chiang's representative in Wash- 
ington. 


There have been r e c u r r e n t 


rumors in Nationalist China for a 
long time that Chiang and Soong 
did not see eye to eye. 
His suave, svelt sister Madame 


Chiang, educated in an American 
college, visited with him in New 
York when she went to the states 
to seek financial aid for tottering 
Nationalist China. 


President Truman received her 


but was cold to any proposition to 
give Chang's government 
finan- 


cial help. Later he did agree to 
supply several millions of dollars 
to the Nationaist cause. 


Soong, dressed in Western coth- 


ing and speaking faultless Eng- 
lish, was last reported living on 
one of his eastern United States 
estates.

O. C. Doering, Jr., now a part- 


ner in a New York City law firm, 
issued a statement which he said 
was an answer "to criticism 
of 


OSS by an assistant attorney gen- 
eral regarding the A m e r a s i a 
case." 


"The discovery that A m e r asia 


had obtained secret g o v e rnmcnt 
papers was made t h r o u g h the 
alertness of a member of the OSS 
staff," Doering said. 


He said the staff member, 
who 


was not named, read an article in 
the magazine which "set forth the 
contents o£ a secret 
government 


document" he had prepared. 


The OSS raid on the defunct pub- 


lication's office followed, Doering 
said, and five copies of the pub- 
lished secret document were recov- 
ered. 


Saying that there was no indica- 


tion that anyone with OSS was re- 
sponsible for any breach of secur- 
ity, Doering added: 


"On the contrary, they f o u n d 


clear indications that the principal 
cause of the leak was in the state 
department because in .the 
office

'Equal' Is a 
MeanfulWord 
to the South 


(Editors note: This 
is the 


third of four stories on t h i s 
week's Supreme court decisions 
involving Negroes and t h e i r 
rights.)

Washington, June 9 —(XP)— What 


s equal? Finding the answer 
to 


that may not be 
easy 
for 
the 
southern states. 


Still, they'll have to find the an- 


swer in order 
to 
give the Ne- 


groes higher education 
opportuni- 


ties equal to those of whites 
in 
their states. 


The U. S. Supreme court 
this 


week made it unmistakably clear 
that Negroes must get such equal- 


If the southern 
states produce 


what they say is the answer, tha 
Supreme court is always in the po- 
sition of having final say on wheih- 
er it is or not. Negroes can always 
appeal to the court for decision. 


A Texas Negro wanted to get 


into the University of Texas 
law 


school which was for whites only. 
He was turned down because 
he 


was a Negro. 


He fought this in the courts. Fin- 


ally Texas set up a law 
school 


:or Negroes. But 
this 
particular 


Negro said "no," he still 
wanted 


_n at the U. of Texas law school 
for whites. Why? 


Because, he said, the N e g r o 


school was inferior to the 
white 


one and therefore he was 
being 


deprived of an education equal lo 
hat which the white students were 
jetting. 
The Supreme court — which re- 
icatedly has ruled in the field of 
ducation and other things t h a t 
Negroes must get 
equal 
treat- 


ment with whites — agreed 
with 


he Negro in this case. 
First, the Supreme court s a i d 
ie Texas Negro law school lacked 
ie same size family, big library 
ariety of courses and other 
ad- 


vantages of the white school. 


Then the court added something 


which can't be measured in build- 
ings and books and money. It said: 


• "What is more important, 
the 


U. of Texas school possesses to a 
far greater degree those qualities 
which are incapable of o b j e ctivc 
measurement but which make for 
greatness in a law school. 


"Such qualities, to name 
but a 


few, 
include reputation of the fac- 


ulty, experience of the administra- 
tion, position and influence of the 
alumni, standing the 
community, 


traditions and prestige." 


So the court apparently has set 


up two tests for equality between 
white and Negro schools; the faci- 
lities, and the traditions and pres 
tige. 


Only time and 
a great many 


distinguished people can give any 
school traditions and prestige. 
A 


new school, naturally, doesn't have 
either when it's starting out. 


If the court is going to consider 


any new Negro school unequal to 
its white counterpart 
because 
it 


lacks the latter's "traditions 
and 


prestige," then how can a new Ne- 
gro school ever be c o n s i d erci 
equal to an old-established 
white 


school of high standing? 


Thai's a question for the south, to 


consider before it starts spending 
money on new schools for Negroes, 
since setting up separate 
schools 


for Negroes in higher education in 
a costly project. 


In recent years southerners havo 


been moving toward the 
idea of 


setting up large regional s c hools 
white southerners consider equal 
education. 


But there's a possibility the Su- 


preme court would not accept that 
idea, if a Negro tried to test it by 
bringing suit to the high 
court.
